A murderous attack was made 
PHtrolman Sam Howell, of the Me 
chanlcaburg beat, Saturday nlsht be- 
tween 11 and 12 o'clock at Bud 
Slmms' colored dance hal! Just be- 
yond Mill street before Tyler Is 
reached, and the popular and cour- 
ageous patrolman is in Riverside hos- 
pital with about 00 No. 4 shot in his 
shoulders and face. "Peck" Rat- 
cliffe, colored, 2 5 years old, Is under , 
arrest suspected of having done the 
(•hooting. 

Saturday night Howell went to the 
dame hall a little before lime to re- 
port on duly, and when "Poet" Rnt- 
cllffe started a "rough hones''' Patrol- 
mau Howell promptly pul "him out. 
After cursing and atiiisiu? the office 
at the dor, Ratctlffe attempted t 
tight, an 1 was given a god thrashin 
and sent away. Howell dismissed 
the matter from his mind and going 
over to Simm's residence a short dis 
tame away, sat down on the porch 
directly under a lamp. 
Suddenly a gun»hot report rang 
out and Howoll with a groan sank to 
the floor. The flash came from a 
thicket not fur from the house and 
the greatest excitement prevailed. 
The panic stricken dancers ran In 
every direction and a telephone mes- 
sage to the city hull, brought City 
Jailer Tom Evitts and Patrolmen Orr. 
8anders and Ixing to the scene. They 
failed to find the suspect, and Howell 
was taken In the patrol wagon to 
Riverside hospital, whero his wound* 
.ie dressed. Shot entered his nose, 
mouth, arms and chest and the pa- 
trolman exhibited great nerve In sub- 
mltlng to probing without chloroform 
Rnlcllffe was arrested two hours 
after the shooting In bis home near 
Seventh and Jachaon streets. Patrol- 
man Aaron Hurley, City Jailer Ev- 
ils and hie brother, Mr. Sam Evll.s. 
making the arest. He was curled 
up in bed and his clothes were wet 
and mudy. Ratcllffe alleges that he 
went to a crap game after being 
ejected from the dance hall, and 
hoard the gun shot. When police- 
men began searching the woods he 
foa>red they wore after crap shooters 
a ii 1 ran. Ratcllff has the names of 
several witnesses on paper. 

"Peck" RntclilTe was presented In 
police court this morning charged 
with malicious shooting with Intent 
to kill, aod Senator J. Wheeler Camp 
bell appeared as his counsel. Chief 
of Police James Collins stated that 
he thought Policeman Howell would 
be able to be at the city hall by Wed- 
nesday and tho case was sot down 
for trial on Hint day. Ratcllffo gave 
his at.orncys many names as wltuens- 
oe, and It Is suld he will try to es- 
tablish an alibi. 

Policeman Howell was reported 
mil'* better this afternoon and will 
recover. He Is a popular officor hnd 
many rrlends have culled up IHvur- 
•lde hospital to Inquire about his 
condition.

Struck by an Illinois Central pas- 
senger train going at Ihe rate of 30 
miles an hour. Janie.i Reed, a laborer 
at the clay pits near Mayfleld, was 
able to rise a few minutes later, take 
a pull at his whisky bottle, and atag- 
ger on his way. 

The fast flyer, No. 102, in charge 
of Knglneer U'slle Robertson. was fly- 
ing along Just south of Mayfleld. Just 
tbla side of Pryor's station Knglnees 
Robertson saw a form sitting hud- 
dled on the rails Ho sounded an 
tlarm signal and shut off steam. He 
had slowed up considerably, hut was 
still bowling along at a fast clip when 
the form was struck. 

Thinking the life had been knock- 
ed out of the mini, the crew ran to 
Ins prostrate form. When the train 
topped, grasping him by the arm, 
Conductor Duguu shook him gently, 
and h;.s eves came open. Slowly Reed 
raised himself to a sitting posture, 
and lugging desperately at bis rear 
trotter's pocket produced a whisky 
flask. Taking a hard pull at the bot- 
tle he seemed to revive wonderfully, 
and rising started off down tho track. 
He assured the crew lh.it he was un- 
ujured. and giving Robertson tho 
'high bait" plunged into the woods.

Reade, "how genius can borrow." 
"AH literature," remarks Oliver 
Wendell Holmes, "lives by borrowing 
nand lending;" and he adds, "A good 
Image Is like a diamond which may 
be set a hundred times In as many 
generations, and gain new beauties 
with every change." This Is not a 
question of originality. "The light- 
ing a candle at a neighbor's Are," 
observes Dean Swift, "does not affect 
out property In the wick nnd flame." 
"Genius borrows nobly." The trans- 
ference Is often a transmutation. For 
brass, the borrower brings gold, and 
for Iron, silver; and for wood, brass; 
and for stones, Iron. The crude ore 
Is refined, and the raw materlul fash- 
ioned into n thing of beauty.

Peanut Production is Increasing 

and Importations are Multiplied 



Washington, June 24.- 
are beginning to form an 
ble osd rapidly growing Item in the 
foreign commerce of the United 
Stales, especially In the import trade. 
Despite the fact that the United 
State* produce* probably 12 million 
bushels of peAnutg per unntim, her 
exportation* have been In such in- 
considerable quantities that the bu- 
reau of statistics has only recently 
found It necessary to Include pea- 
nuts In its list of articles exported. 
Meantime the Imports havs also rap- 
Idly Increased anj the total foreign 
commerce In this article In the year 
abcut to end Will aggregate nearly 
one million dollars, the imports hav- 
ing grown In value from less than 
$0,000 Is the year 1900 to about n 
half million dollars In the present 
year, while exports for the year will 
approximate about three hundred 
thousand dollars. 

Prices of peanuts have also great- 
ly advanced in tho foreign markets, 
the average valuation of imported 
peanuts, based upon wholesale prices 
In the markets from which they are 
*cnt to the United States, having nd- 
vasced from 1.1 per cent. - pound 
in 1898 to 3.4 cents per pounj In 
1907. for those in the natural state, 
und thai of shelled peanuts imported 
In -S9S was 2.4 cents per pound, and 
In 1907. 4.5 cents. 

West Africa and the East Indies 
are the principal sources of slippy 
of the peanuts entering the Interna- 
tional markets of the world. The ex- 
ports of peanuts from the French 
colony of Senesal on the west coast 
of Africa were, In the latest availa- 
ble years, over thre hundred million 
pounds: those of British India, a lit- 
tle less than two hundred millions; 
Gambia on the west coa«» o* Africa, 
about one hundred millions; the 
Dutch Rast Indies, about fifty mil- 
lions, while China, Japan, Argentina, 
Spain and the United States also sup- 
ply comparatively small quastltles. 

The striking feature of our own 
trade In peanuts Is the rnpld growth 
In Importations. The quantity Import- 
ed a decade ago. In the fiscal year 
1S97, was leas than ir.o.ooo paunds; 
In 1902. over one million; In 1906. 
more than five millions; aBd In 1907

At 9:15 o'clock Mr R S. Robert- 
son, of the firm of Ferguson & Pal- 
mer, oiierators of a big mill at Third 
and Elizabeth streets, discovered the 
blase. The paper roof of tbe Mo- 
K I ii ii ie plant was ablaze on tbe north 
end. An alarm brought Fire com- 
pany No. 2 to the scene, and a sec- 
ond alarm brought the Nos. 1 and 4, 
company No. 3 coming to No. 1 sta- 
tion to protect the business portion 
of tho city. ' .

There is not 
the least doubt but that this large- 
organization of women could sell sev- 
eral times as many season tickets as 
the men have sold, and thus insure a 
high order of Uaieiit fur the Chau 
tauquu. Business men have to ne- 
glect something lo sell (he season 
tickets, while the members of the 
Woman's" club could do It la their 
leisure. 

Tlie Camping Feature. 

Aside from insuring a success from 
the large attendance, tho camping 
feature, which is profitable to tho 
Chautauqua If largely used, would 
receive a great Impulse in the hands 
of the Woman's club. They would 
niiikt It a success by entering Into it 
themselves and bringing others with 
tit. in. The lunch tent feature could 
be In their hands as it has been this 
jear. In this they have been success- 
ful clearing something over $300. 

When the Chautauqua association 
was organised, it was stipulated that 
all the profits would be used in bet- 
tering the program, so that if the 
Chautauqua is turned over to the 
Woman's club, some arrangement 
must bu made to make them finan- 
cially interested. This could be ar- 
ranged, some directors think, satis- 
factorily without detracting from the 
feature of turning the profits into the 
program. The Woman's club will 
meet next week and from expressions 
from Mrs. James A. Rudy, the presi- 
dent, and various members, they 
would undertake the management of 
the Chautauqua. It has not been 
broached in a meeting of the Chau- 
tauqua association yet, but the di- 
rectors who find that it is too great a 
drain on their time, have Indicated 
that they will bring the Idea up for 
discussion. 

One of the attractive, .fMt" r ' f " 
the day program of The Chautauqua 
next year being discussed now, is to 
turn the auditorium over to the 
Woman's club in the mornings, for 
use in the annual convention of the 
state Federation of Woman's clubs, 
which will meet here next June. 

Novel I'hcs for Peat. 
In Oermany the consumption of 
peat is constantly increasing. As 
bedding for ttock only the second 
and third layers are used. The 
blocks of peat are dried by air or in 
a kiln: they are then shredded by 
machinery and sieved, alter which 
they are compressed ami pu;-ked in 
bale* by means of slats of wood a'nd 
Iron wire. 

For fodder only the top layer is 
used. It consists of moss aud the 
fibers of partially dried pari*. Tbe 
dried pent Is then ground und s-lfted 
and mixed with molasses In the pro- 
portion of HO lo 25 of peat and 70 to 
70 of inolassc". obtained In the manu- 
facture* of sugar trots beet*. This 
product Is guaranteed to contain U."> 
to 40 per cent of sugar
